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IMPROVEMENTS FUNDED FOR EASTARCADIA AVENUE/UJL 62 


Center Turn Lane Now Off The Table

Kevin McClearn, Kentucky 
Transportation Cabinet Dis¬ 
trict 2 chief engineer, ad¬ 
dressed the Dawson Springs 
City Council and numerous 
visitors at Monday night’s 
meeting. McClearn gave an 
update on the status of the U.S. 
62 widening project. 

In the summer of 2013, 
KYTC held an open meet¬ 
ing at Dawson Springs High 
School to present plans for 
widening the highway to in¬ 


clude a third lane and other 
improvements. Three possibil¬ 
ities were mapped out, all of 
which created difficulties for 
existing businesses. Because 
of concerns expressed by city 
officials and business owners 
in the area, McClearn said the 
idea of the turning lane is now 
off the table. 

“If something has to give, 
perhaps the three-lane will 
have to give,” he said. “The 
goal is for a win-win. The los¬ 
er might be that center turn 
lane.” 


The major objections to the 
project as it was presented 
last year were parking and ac¬ 
cess to businesses along East 
Arcadia Avenue/U.S. 62. Mc¬ 
Clearn said funding for the 
project is available, and en¬ 
hancements such as curbs, 
sidewalks and improved 
drainage will be made. A cus¬ 
tomized design will be created 
in an effort to minimize the 
negative effects on local busi¬ 
nesses. 

A consultant will work on 
the new design, and another 


public meeting will take place 
in a few months with opportu¬ 
nity for local feedback. Con¬ 
struction is probably more 
than a year away, McClearn 
said. 

Ben Leonard, city attorney 
updated efforts to obtain a ca¬ 
ble contract. He said lines of 
communication between his 
office and the company rep¬ 
resentative are now open, but 
the contract has been delayed 
by the buy-out of the cable 
company According to Leon¬ 
ard, the process is moving for¬ 


ward but not as fast as the city 
would like. 

In other old business, May¬ 
or Jenny Sewell said ordinanc¬ 
es are now in place for a code 
enforcement board. A code en¬ 
forcement officer will be hired 
at the beginning of the new fis¬ 
cal year because of budgetary 
constraints, she said. 

The council approved a 
memorandum of agreement 
to use $50,000 in coal severance 
funds to start painting the city

FORMER POSTAL EMPLOYEE 

Mail Non-Delivery 
Lands Man In Jail 


A former United States 
Postal Service employee from 
Dawson Springs was sentenced 
Thursday to six months in 
prison followed by six months 
of home incarceration for de¬ 
stroying, hiding and delaying 
the delivery of at least 44,900 
pieces of mail, according to 
David J. Hale, United States 
Attorney for the Western Dis¬ 
trict of Kentucky 

William “Brent” Morse, 
34, also was ordered to pay 
$14,808.01 by Chief Judge Jo¬ 
seph H. McKinley Jr. for losses 
suffered by individual resi¬ 
dents and a local bank and for 
losses to two businesses which 
attempted to mail commercial 
circulars during the time peri¬ 
od when Morse did not deliver 
the mail. 

In court, Morse admitted 
that for a two-year period, 
from March 2011 to March 


2013 when he resigned from 
the USPS, he destroyed at least 
1,000 pieces of undelivered 
mail and stored at least 44,900 
pieces of undelivered mail at 
his deceased mother’s home 
and at rented storage facili¬ 
ties in Dawson Springs. The 
majority of the undelivered 
mail was meant for delivery 
in Dawson Springs. The USPS 
has since delivered the recov¬ 
ered mail. Morse was charged 
in a single count, grand jury 
indictment on Aug. 14, 2013. 
He was not charged with steal¬ 
ing the contents of the unde¬ 
livered mail. 

This case was prosecuted by 
Special Assistant United States 
Attorney Sungtae Kang. The 
case was investigated by the 
United States Postal Inspec¬ 
tion Service with assistance 
from the Dawson Springs Po¬ 
lice Department.

SEVERAL VACANCIES IN SCHOOLS 

Superintendent Meets 
With Student Groups 


“We’ve had a great last month. 
Our schools are working very hard,” 
Superintendent Lenny Whalen told 
the Dawson Springs Board of Educa¬ 
tion. In his superintendent’s report 
Monday night, Whalen noted that he 
recently met with members of the 
senior class and student groups, in¬ 
cluding the student council and rep¬ 
resentatives of sports teams. The 
students expressed their opinions 
on several school issues, giving pos¬ 
itive comments on academics and 
praise for junior-senior high princi¬ 
pal Kevin Stockman. Students also 
spoke highly of the school lunches, 
Whalen said. 

Areas students would like to im¬ 
prove included the addition of more 
upper-level high school courses and 
dual-credit courses. The student 
council would like to have more 
communication with Whalen who 
plans to have bimonthly meetings 
with the group. Other topics of con¬ 
cern, such as increasing student at¬ 
tendance at sports events, were also 
discussed. 

Whalen said both groups believe 
the school’s ties with the communi¬ 
ty should be strengthened. The first 


steps toward making this improve¬ 
ment will take place this week with 
student participation in the Spruce 
Up Dawson Springs campaign. Wha¬ 
len hopes the school system will be¬ 
come a major contributor to SUDS 
in the future, but limited planning 
time and a large number of stu¬ 
dents out of town for the senior trip 
have hindered their efforts this year. 
However, staff members will lead 
student teams of all ages to help out 
where needed on Saturday. 

“I think we’re going in the right 
direction,” Whalen said. 

The superintendent also com¬ 
mented on the success of last week¬ 
end’s prom and related activities 
which offered opportunities for 
community involvement. 

In the absence of Kent Workman, 
director of pupil personnel, Whalen 
gave the enrollment and attendance 
report. Enrollment is stable, he said. 
For the past month, the elementary 
school had 97.8 percent attendance 
while the junior-senior high was at 
97.4 percent.

Lafayette Baptist To Host

Why have casinos and 
gay marriage had such 
a tough time in the Ken¬ 
tucky General Assembly? 

Baptists. 

That’s the consensus 
among the Kentucky 
Baptist Conference and 
lawmakers themselves, 
who say the high num¬ 
ber of Baptists in the 
General Assembly can 
take the blame or credit 
for Kentucky’s continu¬ 
ing ban on gay marriage 
and lack of casinos. 

Baptists make up 25 
percent of the state’s 4.4 
million population, but 
40 percent of the Gen¬ 
eral Assembly, accord¬ 
ing to statistics gathered 
by the 2010 Religious 
Census by the Associa¬ 
tion of Statisticians of 
American Religious 
Bodies and the Kentucky 
Baptist Convention and 
Legislative Research 
Commission. 

Almost half the 
Senate and more than 


one-third of the House 
identify as Baptists, 
with many coming from 
the rural areas in the 
eastern, southern, and 
western parts of the 
state. 

With many Baptists 
in key leadership posi¬ 
tions in the Senate and 
House - including chair¬ 
ing seven committees in 
both the House and Sen¬ 
ate - that’s had a notice¬ 
able impact on what gets 
passed and what doesn’t. 

Some of the notable 
legislation influenced 
by Baptists includes the 
General Assembly’s ban 
on gay marriage that 
passed in 2004 and why 
the General Assembly 
can’t pass legislation to 
allow for casinos. 

Baptists also led the 
charge on the “religious 
freedom” bill in 2013 
that stated government 
couldn’t infringe on reli¬ 
gious beliefs without 
“clear and convincing 
evidence” of the need. 
Many civil rights groups 
feared this would lead 


to discrimination of 
gay people on religious 
grounds. Beshear vetoed 
the bill but the General 
Assembly overrode the 
veto. 

Not all Baptists agree. 
Speaker of the House 
Greg Stumbo also is a 
Baptist but has sup¬ 
ported expanded gam¬ 
bling and other issues 
that may be at odds with 
other Baptists. 

“Not every elected 
official that claims to 
be Baptist would take a 
biblical stand on issues, 
but we feel a majority

executive director of 
the Kentucky Baptist 
Convention, which rep¬ 
resents 2,500 Southern 
Baptist churches with 
750,000 members.

The Baptist influence 
isn’t as heavy elsewhere, 
with Baptists making up 
13.7 percent of Congress 
and 17 percent of the 
total adult population of 
the United States, accord¬ 
ing to the Pew Research 
Center’s Religion and 
Public Life Project.

During the 31 snow 
and ice events this sea¬ 
son, KYTC’s nearly 2,000 
maintenance crew em¬ 
ployees worked to keep 
more than 60,000 lane 
miles of roads open. 
KYTC’s vehicle and 
equipment fleet includes 
1,065 snowplows. In addi¬ 
tion, the cabinet can call 
on 382 contracted snow¬ 
plow trucks to assist with 
snow and ice removal. 

To keep roads clear, 
KYTC spread more than 
438,000 tons of salt — 
compared to 194,000 tons 
state crews put down on 
roads last year during a 
mild winter season.

tween 200,000 and 250,000 
tons of salt in a year and 
spend between $40 mil¬ 
lion and $45 million.

“This was an extraor¬ 
dinary year requiring

4 Take Back’ Initiative 


The Kentucky State 
Police will partner with 
the Drug Enforcement 
Administration Saturday 
in a collaborative effort 
to remove potentially 
dangerous controlled 
substances from home 
medicine cabinets. This 
is the eighth national 
DEA “Take Back” initia¬ 
tive in which the agency 
has participated. 

Since the program’s 
inception in September 
2010, the KSP has col¬ 
lected more than 4,400 
pounds of prescription 
drugs. Collection activi¬ 
ties will take place from 
10 a.m. through 2 p.m. 
Saturday at KSP Post 2. 

According to Ken¬ 
tucky State Police, the 
program is designed to 
be easy to use. The fol¬ 
lowing tips are offered 
for those interested in 


participating: 

•Participants may dis¬ 
pose of medication in its 
original container or by 
removing the medication 
from its container and 
disposing of it directly 
into the disposal box. 

•All solid dosage phar¬ 
maceutical products in 
consumer containers 
may be accepted. 

•Liquid products such 
as cough syrup will not 
be accepted. 

•Intravenous solu¬ 
tions, injectables and 
syringes will not be ac¬ 
cepted due to potential 
hazard posed by blood- 
borne pathogens. 

•Illicit substances 
such as marijuana or 
methamphetamine are 
not a part of this initia¬ 
tive and should not be 
placed in collection con¬ 
tainers. 


Beshear Signs Into Law 
E-Cigarette Sales Bill

Gov. Steve Beshear has 
signed into law several 
major bills, including lim¬ 
ited use of marijuana oil 
for people with seizures, 
tax breaks for a proposed 
21c Museum Hotel in 
Lexington and the state’s 
bourbon and beer indus¬ 
tries and a ban on selling 
e-cigarettes to minors. 

Beshear put his signa¬ 
ture on Senate Bill 124, 
which allows the hospitals 
at the University of Ken¬ 
tucky and University of 
Louisville to provide oil 
derived from marijuana 
and hemp to children who 
suffer from certain severe 
seizures. The benefits also 
could apply to adults. 

The substance would 
be allowed when recom¬ 
mended by doctors prac¬ 
ticing at the research hos¬ 
pitals. The bill also would 
allow anyone enrolled 
in a U.S. Food and Drug 
Administration trial to be 
treated with the oil. 

The measure was one 
of the most emotional dis¬ 
cussed in this year’s leg¬ 
islative session. Several 
parents with children who 
suffer with seizures lob¬ 
bied for it. The legislation 


marks the first time Ken¬ 
tucky has used any extract 
from marijuana plants for 
medicinal purposes. 

Beshear also signed 
into law House Bill 445, a 
revenue bill that accom¬ 
panied the state’s two- 
year budget. 

Besides offering tax 
breaks for several busi¬ 
nesses, it makes sev¬ 
eral gambling-related 
changes, including a new 
tax on advance-deposit 
wagering and reinsti¬ 
tuting a tax on instant 
racing machines. It also 
allows the Kentucky Lot¬ 
tery to advertise that its 
proceeds help finance 
education and other gov¬ 
ernment programs. 

Overall, the revenue 
bill means less money for 
the state — a move that 
upset some legislators 
who also said it makes it 
harder for the legislature 
ever to enact tax reform. 

Also signed into law by 
the governor were Senate 
Bill 109, which prohibits 
the sale of e-cigarettes to 
minors, and House Bill 
81, which requires the 
displaying of the national 
motto, “In God We Trust,” 
in legislative committee 
rooms in the Capitol and 
Capitol Annex.

Government can overstep

Our nation is guided by a Con¬ 
stitution entrusting individuals 
with a great deal of freedom while 
very intentionally restricting 
government’s own ability to take 
away that freedom from citizens. 

Yet recent developments indi¬ 
cate this principle is being turned 
on its proverbial head. 

One glaring example comes 
from neighboring Indiana where 
FBI agents raided the rural home 
of 91-year-old Don Miller. 

So, Miller must be an awful 
man charged with some heinous 
crime who was hauled off to jail, 
right? 

Nope. 

As this was written, Miller 
hadn’t even been charged. Instead, 
the FBI’s “art crime team” (what, 
you didn’t know such an entity 
exists?) invaded Miller’s home 
and seized artifacts — including 
Native American pieces — he col¬ 
lected during decades of mission¬ 
ary work worldwide. 

The Indianapolis Star reports 
that I’m-too-powerful-and-impor- 
tant-to-even-be-questioned Special 
Agent in Charge Robert Jones 
wouldn’t give details, saying 
only agents raided Miller’s home 
because it “might be illegal” for 
him to possess some of the arti¬ 
facts. 

The Cato Institute’s reaction 
was appropriate. 

“Might be illegal. Or might have 
been acquired lawfully. They’re 
not saying!” wrote Cato’s Walter 
Olson in an article aptly entitled: 
“FBI Seizes Antiquities First, 
Asks Questions Later.” 

If you think the founders of 
America and its Constitution 
intended for a retired missionary 
to have artifacts he gathered over 
80 years seized just because he 
“might” possess some of them ille¬ 


gally, I own a Mayan 
calendar straight 
from the Stone Age 
that I will gladly turn 
over! 

While law enforce¬ 
ment officials often 
deal with tough cir¬ 
cumstances, consti¬ 
tutional boundaries 
have been put in place 
to protect our liber¬ 
ties by restraining 
overzealous military 
types and police agen¬ 
cies. 

Are we are moving 
in the wrong direction 
in this area even in Kentucky — 
where, for example, some simply 
suspected of serious drug crimes 
have property seized even before 
their guilt or innocence is deter¬ 
mined? 

While our society is quicker 
than ever to criminalize naive — 
or even worse, innocent — citi¬ 
zens, it has become way too slow 
to lower the hammer on its own 
governments’ corrupt activities. 

Take, for example, the Ken¬ 
tucky Legislative Ethics Commis¬ 
sion’s failure to reprimand former 
Rep. John Arnold of Sturgis, who 
resigned last year after substan¬ 
tive accusations involving the 
sexual harassment of legislative 
aides in Frankfort. 

Three of the commission’s eight 
members missed the body’s April 
meeting, at which it was decided 
that the commission would not 
publicly condemn Arnold, who 
faced several credible charges 
of groping, grabbing and propo¬ 
sitioning female staff members 
right in the offices of House Dem¬ 
ocratic leaders at the Capitol in 
Frankfort. 

The commission needed five 
votes to reprimand Arnold and/ 
or fine him up to $6,000. Only 


four votes could be 
secured; three of the 
commission members 
were — conveniently 
— out of town. 

It should greatly 
concern all Kentuck¬ 
ians that we find 
ourselves in a time 
when jack-booted gov¬ 
ernment thugs are 
emboldened while 
members of a state’s 
ethics commission are 
afraid to even slap the 
hands of a degenerate 
lawmaker who appar¬ 
ently couldn’t keep 
his to himself. 

This is a twisted approach that 
must change if our society is to 
maintain even a semblance of the 
liberty our forefathers intended 
for us to enjoy and previous gen¬ 
erations sacrificed to defend. 

I fear we have too many law- 
enforcement officers who are not 
content with what should be their 
highest priorities: keeping the 
peace and protecting, not denying, 
our liberties — especially when 
there is absolutely no evidence of 
criminal activity. 

This brings fear, which intimi¬ 
dates citizens and keeps them from 
exercising their constitutionally 
protected rights and living in full 
expression of their divinely given 
liberties. 

“Where the people fear the 
government you have tyranny,” 
John Basil Barnhill said during a 
famous debate in 1914 with avowed 
socialist Henry Tichenor. “Where 
the government fears the people, 
you have liberty.” 

I bet Don Miller agrees.

Ethics case was mishandled 


Yolanda Costner summed it up very well: 

“Women who are being sexually harassed here in 
Frankfort, you can just forget it.” 

She should know. 

Costner was speaking Tuesday after the Legis¬ 
lative Ethics Commission, meeting with barely a 
quorum present, failed to find former Democratic 
state Rep. John Arnold guilty of sexually harassing 
Costner and two other women, all black. 

The commission staff had recommended finding 
Arnold guilty. 

The vote was four to one guilty on each of three 
counts. But five votes are required for a majority on 
the nine-position commission. Three members were 
absent and one position has been vacant for two 
years. 

The case was on the agenda for the February com¬ 
mission meeting but, at the request of Arnold’s attor¬ 
ney, was delayed indefinitely. It could, and should, 
have been delayed again when it was evident so many 
commissioners would be absent for such an impor¬ 
tant case. 

On Tuesday the only nay vote was that of Elmer 
George, an attorney active in Democratic politics, 
who was appointed in January, after the charges 
were filed, by House Speaker Greg Stumbo. 

Stumbo, who has been under fire for how the 
harassment complaints were handled, declared vic¬ 
tory, saying testimony Tuesday showed “we acted to 
protect our employees.” 

However, a special legislative committee appoint¬ 
ed by Stumbo to investigate the complaints wound up 
taking no action. 

No wonder Costner and the other women who filed 
charges, Gloria Morgan and Cassaundra Cooper, are 
frustrated and hurt. 

“No one understands the trouble that African- 
American women have gone through,” Costner said. 
“We still can’t be respected.” 

Arnold’s alleged groping, attested to by witnesses, 
went far over the line, including pulling panties, 
spanking, rubbing backs and shoulders and verbal 
abuse after the women complained. 

George, the lone no vote, bailed on a technical¬ 
ity, saying that since Arnold had resigned he didn’t 
believe the commission had jurisdiction. 

That’s a very odd reason. 

The commission wasn’t being asked to decide 
if it could still discipline Arnold but whether he 
had violated legislative ethics while he was still 


serving. 

Arnold resigned months ago, so George had plenty 
of time to ask staff to research the issue if it troubled 
him so. And, if he still felt it wasn’t the commission’s 
place to vote, he could have stayed home or declined 
to vote. 

Whether politics or indifference is at the heart of 
it, this whole thing has been mishandled, from the 
do-nothing committee to the paltry quorum. 

That sends a very clear, and very bad, message to 
women working for the General Assembly. 

In the words of Costner: “You have to take the 
spanking on the butt. You have to take your under¬ 
wear being pulled. You have to take being verbally 
assaulted. No one is going to care about it. If you 
want to keep your job and position, keep your mouth 
shut.”

In 1671, he wrote "Paradise 
Regained," followed by "Samson Agonistes."He died in 1674. 

• On April 25, 1859, at Port Said, Egypt, ground is bro¬ 
ken for the Suez Canal, an artificial waterway intended to 
stretch 101 miles across the isthmus of Suez and connect the 
Mediterranean and the Red seas. When it opened, the Suez

water tanks this spring. A reso¬ 
lution approving the submis¬ 
sion of a 2014 Kentucky Com¬ 
munity Development Block 
Grant application under the 
public facilities category for up 
to $1 million was also approved 
to complete system improve¬ 
ments to the Dawson Springs 
Water/Wastewater System. 

A second reading of an 
amended budget ordinance 
was heard and approved. The 
amendment decreased the 2013- 
2014 budget from $2,032,650 to 
$2,013,750 as a result of a de¬ 


cline in ABC receipts. 

The first reading of an 
amendment to the existing wa¬ 
ter and sewer fees ordinance 
was held. The amendment in¬ 
creases the minimum water 
bill to $14.84 per month for up to 
267 cubic feet of water and the 
sewer rate to $15.72 for the first 
267 cubic feet of water used. A 
second reading and vote will 
take place at a later date. 

A resolution to extend the 
contract on the Darby House 
grant was approved 6-0 in a roll- 
call vote. The $1,800 remaining 
balance must be closed out by 
June 30. Materials to replace a 


post at the front of the house 
and the back porches will be 
purchased with the funds, and 
work will be done by Hopkins 
County jail crews. The back of 
the house will also be painted. 

The board approved a mem¬ 
orandum of agreement to al¬ 
low Dawson Springs to use 
Hopkins County’s price con¬ 
tract for paving services for 
the next year. 

Tommy Rose, a resident of 
Sycamore Street, spoke to the 
council about drainage issues 
in front of his property. The 
mayor and some council mem¬ 
bers have looked into the prob¬ 


lem, and Sewell told Rose the 
city will work on a solution. 

In the mayor’s supplement, 
Sewell reported she was noti¬ 
fied by Rep. Ben Waide that 
the city will receive $14,000 for 
digital radios for the police de¬ 
partment. The radios will be 
needed when the county goes 
to a digital system. 

SUDS is underway this 
week, and Dawson Springs 
residents are urged to take 
advantage of the opportunity 
to clean up their houses and 
yards. School officials and stu¬ 
dents will help on Saturday, 
and ball players will work on 


the parks. 

Dawson Springs was fea¬ 
tured on KET’s Kentucky Life 
last weekend. The episode can 
still be seen online. 

The adult baseball league 
will begin its second season 
at Riverside Park this sum¬ 
mer. According to Rick Hen¬ 
drickson, the league will have 
a more formal structure this 
year with more teams in¬ 
volved. 

Upcoming events include 
Mule Days activities Friday 
and Saturday, Derby for the 
Darby May 3 and Take Kids 
Fishing May 17. 


Revisions To Code Of Behavior 
Include Dress Code, Absences

The junior-senior 
high SBDM council took 
action April 16 on several 
items in preparation for 
the 2014-2015 school year. 

The council approved 
changes to the Code of 
Acceptable Behavior 
which will become ef¬ 
fective in 2014-2015. The 
changes were accepted 
by a Code of Acceptable 
Behavior committee 
which included mem¬ 
bers of the council. The 
primary changes to the 
code concerned cloth¬ 
ing, such as appropriate 
lengths for skirts, shorts 
and sleeves, as well as 
body adornments. 

Also included in the 
revised code is a clarifica¬ 
tion of student absences. 
Up to six days can be ex¬ 
cused by a parent’s note. 
Doctor’s excuses repre¬ 
sent medical “events” 
which can be more than 
one day in duration. 

Work missed during 
an absence from school 
may be completed ac¬ 


cording to the teacher’s 
make-up policy. This 
includes assignments 
missed during unex¬ 
cused absences. 

Interviews of can¬ 
didates for a Spanish 
teacher were scheduled 
for today. However, appli¬ 
cations for the position, 
which will be created by 
Jose Labrado’s retire¬ 
ment, will be accepted 
through the end of the 
month. 

The 2014-2015 master 
schedule was also dis¬ 
cussed. World languages 
will be offered again in 
a lab setting, and eighth 
graders will be allowed 
to take Spanish I in the 
classroom. Advanced 
Placement U.S. history 
and regular U.S. history 
will both be taught at the 
junior level. AP govern¬ 
ment will be added for se¬ 
niors the following year. 

Acceleration of ad¬ 
vanced math students 
will also be included in 
the schedule. Students 
are currently being se¬ 
lected for the program 


which allows some sixth 
graders to move to sev¬ 
enth grade math. The 
pilot program which 
moved advanced sev¬ 
enth graders into eighth 
grade math this year will 
also be continued as well 
as. 

Principal Kevin Stock- 
man told the council 
he would like to make 
changes in room assign¬ 
ments to locate teach¬ 
ers near one another by 
subject matter. No action 
was required. 

The budget report 
showed 53.9 percent of 
the year’s allocation had 
been spent as of April 14, 
leaving an available bal¬ 
ance of $12,710.33. 

“I think we’re still in 
decent shape,” Stockman 
said, adding that paper to 
start the next school year 
will be purchased from 
that amount. Two black 
and white printers were 
also purchased recently. 

“We’re trying to do 
our best to be as conser¬ 
vative as possible,” he 
said.

The board approved 
the treasurer’s report 
showing a balance of 
$1,311,194.69 at the end 
of March. Treasurer 
Jenny Bruce said the 
general fund balance of 
1,230,403.03 is down more 
than $250,000 from the 
same time last year. 

The amended school 
calendar was approved, 
setting May 30 as the 
final day for students. 
Graduation ceremonies 
will be held that night, 
and closing day for teach¬ 
ers will be June 2. 

The board approved 
the 2014-2015 Code of Ac¬ 
ceptable Behavior, the 
superintendent evalua¬ 
tion tool and the annual 
academic team trip to 
Holiday World June 5. 
Four weight machines, 
deemed to be outdated 
and unsafe, were de¬ 
clared as surplus. 

The personnel report 
included the hiring of 
Shane Witty as a seasonal 
grounds worker. Several 
vacancies will be created 
by retirements. Spanish 
teacher Jose Labrado an¬ 
nounced his retirement, 
along with elementary 
teachers Jamie Brantley, 
Martha Davis and Cheryl 
Simons. Two classified 
employees, Doug Hartline 


and Kathy Hickerson, 
will also retire. Stockman 
recently announced his 
resignation effective at 
the end of the school year. 

Fine art award win¬ 
ners for April were recog¬ 
nized. They were Gracie 
Barnett, first grade, for 


“Easter Collage”; Ethan 
Huddleston, sixth grade, 
for “Drawing Form in 
Art”; and Shatiki Rob¬ 
inson, high school, for 
“Geometric Op Art.” 

The next regularly 
scheduled meeting will 
take place at 5 p.m. May 19. 


State Gasoline Prices Have Risen 


Average retail gasoline prices in 
Kentucky have risen 7.2 cents per gal¬ 
lon in the past week, averaging $3.75 
per gallon Sunday, according to Gas- 
Buddy’s daily survey of 2,623 gas out¬ 
lets in Kentucky. This compares with 
the national average that has increased 
2.3 cents per gallon in the past week to 
$3.62. 

Gas prices in Dawson Springs early 
Tuesday afternoon were $3.56, $3.64, 
$3.65 and $3.69 per gallon. 

Including the change in gas prices in 
Kentucky during the past week, prices 
Sunday were 28.3 cents per gallon high¬ 
er than the same day one year ago and 
are 18 cents per gallon higher than a 


month ago. The national average has 
increased 11.9 cents per gallon during 
the last month and stands 12.1 cents per 
gallon lower than this day one year ago. 

“The national average now stands 
at its highest level since last August,” 
said GasBuddy.com Senior Petroleum 
Analyst Patrick DeHaan. “The advance 
in prices has continued, with the worst 
jumps in areas of California and south¬ 
ern states where prices have increased 
anywhere from 15 to 30 cents per gallon 
in some cases. The increases will likely 
continue to persist, at worst for anoth¬ 
er month or so, but at best we could see 
some relief arrive as soon as May rolls 
in.”

“We just didn’t show up to play,” Panther 
softball head coach Kent Workman said fol¬ 
lowing his team’s 6-1 loss Monday at home to 
Caldwell County (5-10).

Randle makes it official, declares for NBA Draft

Kentucky forward Julius 
Randle will leave after one 
season to enter the NBA draft, 
where he is expected to be 
among the top five selections. 

With five days left before the 
deadline for underclassmen 
to declare, the 6-foot-9 Dallas 
native announced the decision 
many expected even before he 
arrived as part of Kentucky’s 
best recruiting class ever. Pro¬ 
jected as a lottery pick from 
the outset, Randle solidified 


his draft stock by leading Ken¬ 
tucky (29-11) to the NCAA final 
behind a string of double-dou¬ 
bles despite being double- and 
triple-teamed. 

Randle averaged 15.0 points 
and 10.4 rebounds and was 
voted to The Associated Press’ 
All-America second team. With 
Tuesday’s announcement, he 
joins guard James Young, who 
said last week that he would 
enter the June 26 draft. 

Decisions remain for three 
more Wildcats freshmen — 
twin guards Aaron and Andrew 
Harrison and center Dakari 


Johnson — along with sopho¬ 
more forward Alex Poythress. 

Considered the best player 
of Kentucky’s much-heralded 
eight-man recruiting class 
featuring six high school All- 
Americans, the 250-pound 
Randle was initially described 
by coach John Calipari as the 
“alpha beast” of this talented 
group, which faced high expec¬ 
tations of winning the Wild¬ 
cats’ ninth title and possibly 
going unbeaten. 

The Wildcats came close to 
the first goal, overcoming a 
stretch-run slump to reach the 


NCAA championship game 
before they lost 60-54 to Con¬ 
necticut. Randle had 10 points, 
six rebounds and four assists 
in the final, but the Huskies’ 
defense kept him from being a 
threat in the paint. 

The left-handed freshman 
led the Wildcats in rebound¬ 
ing and scoring and posted 
a nation-leading 24 double¬ 
doubles in spite of opponents’ 
work in limiting his options 
near the basket. 

Randle scored nearly half 
of his 599 points from the foul 
line, as he often had to muscle 


his way through double teams. 
He also provided one of Ken¬ 
tucky’s season highlights in 
late February with a game¬ 
winning putback in the final 
seconds of a 77-76 overtime 
victory over LSU, one of many 
hard-fought games for a gifted 
yet inexperienced Wildcats 
squad that needed all season 
to come together. 

Through it all Randle 
remained a steady force with 
physical play that reinforced 
speculation that he would be 
among the top players chosen 
in June.

Images of a beautiful, incredibly 
brave little girl whose innocence 
transported us beyond NCAA money- 
grubbers, players included, and in 
particular ball coaches (alleged teachers) 
who advance their careers by recruiting 
(almost exclusively) black kids with 
the ideal that piles of money is more 
important than being a kid in college. 

For fast talking college ball coaches, 
One Shining Moment happens in the 
Green Room on NBA draft night in June. 

Adreain Payne IS rich. He will earn 
lots of dollars playing professionally 
When the ball stops bouncing as it 
inevitably does, he will have a college 
degree and golden memories of time 
at Michigan State, first among them 
time with Lacey and the impact it had 
on all who witnessed it. This life-so-far 
experience at college will rate higher 
than all the cash Payne has or ever will 
have. 

For some of us, the Princess’s 
expression in these photos is the One 
Shining Moment for 2014, and a life time 
for Adreian Payne. 

The photos also brought to mind a 
column I penned in 1995. 

From the archives ... Tuesdays With 
Morrie, and Alex. 

July 22,1995. (re-edited) I wrote... 

“This is about dying. This is about 
living. This is about special human 
beings. And, it’s about you and me. 

Morrie Schwartz was a feisty little 
man of sharp-edge humor alternatively 
sweet and gruff . He took full advantage 
of being a curmudgeon, having his way 


Brave too. Near the end, 
Morrie let a writer into his 
private life, and then ABC’s 
Ted Koppel peered into the 
last twinklings of his life. 
Morrie was a retired professor 
of Sociology at Brandies 
University who was 79 and 
battling ALS, Lou Gehrig’s 
Disease. 

Mitch Albom had been his 
student who had gone on to 
sports writing at the Detroit 
Free Press. When Albom was 
told about his old professor’s 
demise he went to see him, 
rekindled a friendship that 
included Schwartz taking 
his friend down a few pegs from the 
pedestal of his own importance. 

At first Albom flew back to Boston 
to spend time with his old teacher, 
then he moved back east and began 
to visit every Tuesday until the end 
of Morrie’s life in November, 1995. 

They had agreed Albom would 
chronicle Morrie’s experience with 
dying. The old professor was candid, 
philosophical and appreciated 
Albom’s devotion. 

In turn, the author-to-be got a 
good taste of grumpy, cantankerous 
and get-out-of-my-face. Albom got to 
look into the face of another human 
whose life was melting away Morrie 
spoke poignantly about how fear 
felt and tasted, about pain, loss of 
independence, about despair and 
dying. 

The old man was tough too 
showing his biographer good wit, 
enormous dignity and courage and 
an uncompromising spirit right to 
the last good-bye. 

Tuesdays With Morrie the book 
was 192 pages. Albom painted his 
central character in vivid, sensitive 
and kindly detail. Was a best seller 
with a good epilogue too. First 
earnings, Albom used to pay Morrie’s 
medical expenses, funeral, establish a 
scholarship at Brandies in his name.

Small waters hold

The wild striped bass in a ginger and red wine 
sauce at a restaurant in New York City runs $135 
before gratuity At a Japanese restaurant in the same 
city, a dinner of sushi costs nearly $600 per person. 

These are some of the highest rated and expensive 
restaurants in the country, but we in Kentucky have a 
world class fish dish that is likely as delicious as those 
from a highbrow restaurant that is practically free by 
comparison. 

It costs some time along with a few dozen small 
minnows or a bag of 2-inch chartreuse curly-tailed 
grubs. This outlay yields a plate of delicious fried 
crappie filets to go with homemade potato salad, baked 
beans and cole slaw, one of the best meals found any¬ 
where at any price. 

You also don’t have to own an expensive boat to 
catch crappie in Kentucky right now, either. Many of 
our smaller waters across the state offer highly pro¬ 
ductive crappie fishing for those with a canoe, john- 
boat, kayak, float tube or anglers who fish from the 
bank. 

Central and northern Kentucky anglers have four 
excellent small lakes to catch numbers of crappie this 
spring. Ninety-two acre Boltz Lake and 134-acre 
Bullock Pen Lake, both in Grant County, as well as 183- 
acre Kincaid Lake in Pendleton County and 158-acre 
Beaver Lake in Anderson County all offer fast action 
for crappie right now. 

“These lakes offer really good fishing for numbers 
of both white and black crappie,” said Jeff Crosby, cen¬ 
tral fisheries district biologist for the Kentucky 
Department of Fish and Wildlife Resources. “There is 
a really good population of 7- to 9-inch crappie in Boltz 
along with bigger ones. Bullock Pen’s crappie popula¬ 
tion is about the same as in Boltz. Kincaid has a lot of 
mid-range crappie as well with some bigger ones 
mixed in. It has a pretty decent crappie population.” 

Crosby said anglers can help all three of these lakes 
by eating some of the crappie in them, freeing up food 
for the remaining crappie to grow larger. 

Local anglers report catching nice 9- to 11-inch crap¬ 
pie from Beaver Lake on lime green with metal flake 
2-inch curly-tailed grubs rigged on 1/16-ounce lead- 
heads. Fish weed edges and woody cover on this lake 
for a mixture of white and black crappie. 

Cedar Creek Lake is known for producing some 
robust largemouth bass, but the crappie population in 
the lake gets better with each year since the removal 
of the 9-inch minimum size limit in 2008. 

“The crappie are growing pretty well in Cedar 
Creek,” said John Williams, southeastern fisheries dis¬ 
trict biologist for Kentucky Fish and Wildlife. “We saw 
a guy the other day that caught 20 black crappie, with 
most of them about 13 inches or so.” 

This angler caught them on pink crappie jigs, but 
live minnows fished under bobbers from 6 to 8 feet 
deep are fooling many nice crappie in the lake. Black 
crappie prefer clear water and the areas of the lake 

Early squirrel season opening 
at Land Between The Lakes 

Land Between The Lakes National Recreation 
Area’s 2014 spring squirrel hunting season will open 
in Tennessee from May 10-June 8 and in Kentucky 
from May 17-June 20. 

Hunters must have a valid Kentucky or Tennessee 
state hunting license for the state in which they are 
hunting. Hunters age 16 and older must also have a 
Land Between The Lakes Hunter Use Permit. 

The Tennessee daily bag limit is 10 with a 
possession limit of 20, and in Kentucky, the limits are 
6 and 12, respectively.

with less stain in the water make the best fishing spots 
at this time. 

The fisheries division stocked 21,000 rainbow trout 
in Cedar Creek Lake earlier this year, providing an 
excellent bonus fishing opportunity. Anglers fishing 
the bank access areas on the lake should catch some 
trout by tossing white in-line spinners. 

Shanty Hollow Lake contains 185 acres of water in 
Warren County and holds an excellent population of 
white crappie from 12 to 14 inches long. Kentucky Fish 
and Wildlife placed brush, brush reefs and Christmas 
Trees in Shanty Hollow near the boat ramp on KY1592 
(Shanty Hollow Road). 

Anglers probing these structures with live min¬ 
nows, chartreuse and red tube jigs or 1/16-ounce char¬ 
treuse marabou Road Runners will score fish. You may 
find the GPS coordinates of these fish holding struc¬ 
tures on the Kentucky Fish and Wildlife website at 
fw.ky.gov. Click on the “Fish” tab, then “Where to 
Fish.” 

Eastern Kentucky anglers should hit 710-acre Carr 
Creek Lake in Knott County for both white and black 
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crappie. The white crappie in Carr Creek can reach 16 
inches, while the black crappie mainly run from 9 to 12 
inches long. The lake has a 9-inch minimum size limit 
on crappie. 

Fisheries personnel placed a mixture of pallet 
stacks and Christmas trees for habitat in Carr Creek 
and hinge cut trees along the shoreline. Anglers 
should probe these areas with live minnows, 2-inch 
chartreuse curly-tailed grubs or blue and white tube 
jigs rigged on 1/16-ounce leadheads for crappie. 

Just like on Shanty Hollow, the GPS coordinates of 
these fish holding structures are on the fwkygov web¬ 
site under the “Where to Fish” tab.

• Two-car Swan Racing, starting the sea¬ 
son with a "50 Cent splash” now has equip¬ 
ment worth 50 cents on the dollar. The team 
reportedly suspended operations prior to 
Richmond after debt reached $400,000 per 
vendor in some cases. Wrecked race cars 
didn’t help, with rookies Cole Whitt and 
Parker Kligerman making their share of 
rookie mistakes while collecting zero top-15 
finishes between them. But with celebrity 
sponsorship, in the form of the famous rap¬ 
per’s SMS Audio and former Denver Bronco 
Bill Romanowski a more stable environ¬ 
ment was expected. Co-owners Brandon 
Davis and Anthony Marlowe have re¬ 
mained silent other than a brief tweet from 
Marlowe stating he was "fighting to find 
funding” to keep Whitt running the No. 26. 

• The Nationwide Series gets some Mexican 
flavor this month when young Daniel 
Suarez makes his debut behind a Joe Gibbs 
Racing Toyota at Richmond. The 22-year-old, 
with two wins in four K&N Pro East Series 
starts this season, is building a case for a 
full-time ride with long-term goals reaching 
higher. International influence has been 
down in NASCAR this season, as Juan Pablo 
Montoya’s departure left Australian Marcos 
Ambrose the only foreign-born driver com¬ 
peting on the major-league Cup level. 

• TV ratings got a small boost at Darling¬ 
ton. While the Nielsen number was rough - 
a 3.6 was the lowest for any race at the track 
since 2000 - the overall viewership of six 
million was up two percent over 2013. It’s 
the first time in 2014 any year-to-year com¬ 
parison for NASCAR’s TV audience has posted 
an increase.

WINNER TAKE ALL 

NASCAR’s new championship format has 
placed the emphasis on winning races

Two months into NASCAR’s 
new championship format and it’s 
clear the goal is becoming as sim¬ 
ple as one word: win. 

Take Kevin Harvick as an exam¬ 
ple. The first driver to lock up a 
postseason spot with two victories 
sits outside the top 20, utilizing a 
“boom or bust” mentality as op¬ 
posed to collecting top-10 results. 
Seven winners in the first eight 
races have brought parity and ac¬ 
celerated competition to a sport 
often accused of heavy gaps be¬ 
tween the “haves” and “have nots.” 

It’s a rollercoaster of different 
strategies, making it harder to pick 
out 2014 title contenders. For ex¬ 
ample, three of the top 5 in points 
— Jeff Gordon, Matt Kenseth and 
Jimmie Johnson -— remain win¬ 
less after eight races, a zero that 
could technically keep them 
Chase spectators. 

“Win and you’re in,” also brings 
hope easily to those who have 
stumbled out of the gate. All it 
takes now is one trip to Victory 
Lane instead of a slow crawl back 
up the standings to make 
NASCAR’s 10-race playoff. 

The resulting points rundown, 
like your side-view mirror, leaves 
your perception of Who’s Hot and 
Who’s Not in NASCAR distorted. 
So let’s clear up any confusion: 

CONTENDERS 

Kevin Harvick 

The poster boy for NASCAR’s 
new Chase. One week before Dar¬ 
lington, critics called out Har- 
vick’s new No. 4 team for being in 
total disarray after a laundry list of 


mechanical failures. Now, the se¬ 
ries wins-leader is sitting pretty 
despite 50 percent of his races 
ending with finishes of 36th or 
worse. Six-time champ Johnson 
— with a series-leading 515 laps 
led — has called Harvick the man 
to beat, and crew chief Rodney 
Childers is looking like the next 
Chad Knaus. 

Penske Racing 

Drivers Joey Logano and Brad 
Keselowski, already with a vic¬ 
tory apiece, should have their 
playoff tickets punched. That’s a 
huge boost for this two-car organ¬ 
ization, which can spend the sum¬ 
mer relaxed and loose instead of 
trying to boost some slumping 
teammate over the top. Logano, at 
age 23, has led in all but one race 
and is on the verge of living up to 
that whole “best driver of his gen¬ 
eration” label affixed a decade 
ago. Keselowski, the 2012 champ, 
has been a strong mentor while re¬ 
verting back to the brash, inde¬ 
pendent thinking that sent him 
straight to the top. 

Hendrick Motorsports 

Armed with only one victory — 
Dale Earnhardt Jr.’s Daytona 500 
championship. Five second-place 
finishes tell the tale, however. 
Earnhardt has been the most im¬ 
pressive, with a new Twitter feed 
revealing a relaxed, Zen-like state 
of mind that has made him a fierce 
competitor — notching five top-3 
finishes in eight weeks. For John¬ 
son and Gordon, near-misses have 
come courtesy of poor luck, the 
type that simply resolves itself 
over the course of a full season. 
Johnson’s performance at the front 
has been somewhat expected; it’s 
the four-time champ Gordon, the 
current point leader, opening eyes 
at age 42. 


PRETENDERS 

Joe Gibbs Racing 

Kenseth, with a league-leading 
seven wins in 2013, has zero 
through the first eight races. Yes, 
he sits second in points but some¬ 
thing appears off within an organ¬ 
ization that challenged Hendrick 
for top honors last year. Kyle 
Busch has a victory, earning that 
Chase bid early, but remains under 
heavy criticism for “picking on” 
minor league competition in the 
Nationwide and Truck series at the 
expense of his Cup car. Denny 
Hamlin, missing a race due to an 
eye injury, has been mistake-prone 
and could be driving himself into 
the Silly Season conversation. 

Kasey Kahne 

Earned as many top-10 finishes 
through eight races as young 
Chase Elliott has wins in the Na¬ 
tionwide Series (two). Elliott, at 
18, was the handpicked successor 
to Gordon but may be developing 
too quickly to leave in the minors. 
Kahne and crew chief Kenny 
Francis are great talents, a pairing 
that’s been successful in Hen¬ 
drick’s No. 5 shop. However, in a 
four-car “New York Yankees” or¬ 
ganization, the margin for error is 
razor thin. 

Danica Patrick and 
Ricky Stenhouse Jr. 

A happy couple off the racetrack 
has been miserable on it. Patrick 
has only two lead-lap finishes, sits 
29th in points and remains with¬ 
out a top-10 finish since the 2013 
Daytona 500. Stenhouse, despite a 
second-place finish at Bristol, has 
yet to lead a lap all season, and 
has openly questioning his crew 
and Roush Fenway Racing equip¬ 
ment. Sophomore slump, indeed.

That’s the case with Kyle Petty’s first ca¬ 
reer win, at Richmond in 1 986. Petty, who 
had won his first-ever race of any kind in the 
ARCA series in 1979, had been close but had 
yet to find Victory Lane in NASCAR. That is, 
until Dale Earnhardt hooked Darrell Waltrip 
in the right rear going into Turn 3 with just 
two laps to go in the Miller High Life 400. 
Not only did Waltrip and Earnhardt both 
crash hard, but so did virtually everyone else 
in the top 5, allowing sixth-place Petty to 
weave his way through the minefield to col¬ 
lect his first win. 

It was a milestone victory for another rea¬ 
son as well. After years of a heated - yet 
mostly friendly - rivalry with the Petty fam¬ 
ily on the track, the Wood Brothers team wel¬ 
comed Kyle in ’85. His victory at Richmond 
was the first these two historic families ever 
scored together.

To Your Good Health

Paget’s Disease: Bone Building Gone 
Wild 

DEAR DR. ROACH: For several years, 
when I have had blood drawn it has 
shown an elevation in the alkaline phos¬ 
phatase. It has been as high as 377 in 
recent tests. I have had the test to see if 
it was from the liver, but it was all right. I 
recently had a bone scan, and the doctor 
suspects Paget’s disease and is referring 
me to a bone oncologist. Do you have any 
comments in regard to this? - D.C.A. 

ANSWER: Alkaline phosphatase is 
an enzyme that, when found in the 
blood, usually comes from the liver. 
Conditions such as gallstones or oth¬ 
ers that affect bile flow are the most 
likely to increase the level in the blood. 
However, alkaline phosphatase also 
may come from the bone, and in this 
case, Paget’s disease is the most likely 
cause. Your doctor may have deter¬ 
mined where the alkaline phosphatase 
is coming from by ordering a special 
isoenzyme blood test. The bone scan is 
usually diagnostic for Paget’s. 

Paget’s disease is thought to result 
from abnormal osteoclasts, the cells that 
normally remodel bone. The osteoclasts 
break down bone, and osteoblasts build it 
back up again. Bone needs to be replaced 
over time to repair any microscopic 
cracks that have formed. Without normal 
bone turnover, the bones become brittle. 

In Paget’s disease, the bone remod¬ 
eling in one or more particular areas 
is excessive, causing bone buildup. The 
most common sites are the skull, spine, 
pelvis and leg bones. Paget’s disease is 
very effectively treated with medica¬ 
tions such as zoledronic acid (Reclast or 
Zometa). Not all people with Paget’s need 
treatment; however, a high alkaline phos¬ 
phatase level usually is a reason to treat. 


lot. How valuable are natural wellness 
formulas to build up their system and 
get them stronger? Their doctor has told 
them it will not help, but he isn’t giving 
them anything to help their immune sys¬ 
tem get stronger. Any suggestions? - K.L. 

ANSWER: The immune system 
gets stronger as kids age. The key to 
a healthy immune system remains a 
good diet, good exercise and sleep, and 
avoiding too much stress. Good hand 
hygiene is necessary for reducing expo¬ 
sure to bacteria and viruses. I am skep¬ 
tical of the ability for supplements to 
improve the immune system. 

That being said, there are vitamins 
and trace minerals that are essential 
for the immune system to function at 
peak level. Most of us can get adequate 
amounts from a healthy diet. The sup¬ 
plements sold to “boost the immune sys¬ 
tem” generally are multivitamins with 
some additional unproven ingredients.

ROACH: I’m a 70-year-old 
man in good health. I exercise daily 
and eat wholesome foods. I now realize 
that my sexual activity is better in the 
mornings. On occasion, I get up, take 
Viagra and go for a brisk walk, have 
breakfast and go back to bed. Is the 
testosterone level higher in the morn¬ 
ings? - Anon. 

ANSWER: Yes, testosterone levels 
are higher for both men and women in 
the mornings. Even younger men often 
notice this. Also, Viagra works much 
better if it is taken on an empty stom¬ 
ach and given one to two hours to work.
